HORRIBLE TORTURE. 


The Punishment of Ling Che Infiilcted on | 


on Chinese Criminals. 

This last certainly amounts in theory 
to torture of the most horrible kind. It 
is applicable only to criminals of the 
deepest dye, such as rebels, parricides, 
women who kill their husbands, or 
murderers who kill three persons of 
one family. It is called variously the 
lingering process, the slow and painful 
process, slicing to death, etc., and the 
prescribed method seems to correspond 
with the last-named term. The skin of 
the forehead is supposed to be sliced 
down, the cheeks slashed, the nose slit, 
the breast sliced off, the stomach 
gashed, etc., before the coup de grace is 
given. But when we come toask how far 
the legal sentence is put in actual ex- 
ecution we find some eonitict of testi-

delay.” Butin the only case where I 
have heard of a foreign witness the pro- 
cess seems to have approximated much 
more nearly to the legal prescription 
than to this assumption. But methods 
of execution seem to be occasionally 
employed, at leastin the South, which 
find no sanction in the code. Cases 
have come under the notice of foreign- 
ers of death by crucifixion, and of the 
victim being suspended by the neck in 
a cage in sucha way that he can only 
touch the ground with the tips of his 
toes, and being left to die of starva- 
tion. Such proceedings are, however, 
distinctly illegal—survivals, probably,
